The examiner notes the JP 4-90667 Patent Publication in IDS submitted on 1 1/16/2007 is 
directed to a different invention, which teaches synthesizing additional character information 
onto blank spaces of a document for faxing. Such synthesizing method is different from 
information embedding. The examiner notes embedding is known in the art to hide information 
in such a way that the embedded information is not easily recognized by naked eyes (please see 
paragraph [0013] of present application). The examiner further notes the JP 4-90667 publication 
fails to provide teachings of determining whether the document is a fraudulent document based 
on the verification of the embedded information.
